Kentucky grow 
would have to practice bet- 
methods of production, parp- 
and marketing if they were 
place themselves on equal f< 
ing with growers from otl 
state in the production of ho** 
cultural products. In citing as — 
ample of his point. Mr. Sti' 
said that "in 1917 Kentucky a: 
Illinois had an equal crop r 
6.(300,000 bushels of apples. Ken 
tucky marketed 0 per cent of her 
crop for $550,000. whereas Illinoi 
maketed 70 per cent of hers fo- 
$4,500,000." 

Mr. Stites outlined the policie 
of the reorganized Horticultural 
Society and spoke of the possibil- 
ities of fruit grow ing in the state. 
He declared that few investments 
yielded a better revenue than a 
properly cared for orchard pro- 
ducing high-grade fruits. In con- 
clusion, he said : "Co-operating 
with the extension service of the 
State Experiment Station, it is 
the aim of the Kentucky Horti- 
cultural Society to encourage the 
planting ot more orchards in the 
state and to advocate the use of 
such methods as will enable the 
fruit growers to produce fruit of 
better quality and greater uni- 
formity of grade and pack so the 
purchaser will know when he 
buy- Kentucky fruit he is getting 
the best that the world produces.'
